11.  (C)  ON  JUNE  30,  WE  PRESENTED  REFTEL  DEMARCHE  TO  ANDREA 
BEKIC,  HEAD  OF  THE  AMERICA'S  DEPARTMENT  AT  THE  FOREIGN 
MINISTRY.  BEKIC  WELCOMED  THE  NEWS  OF  THE  ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  THE 
HIGH  REPRESENTATIVE,  AND  USG  ACTION  TO  TARGET  THE  SUPPORT 
NETWORK  OF  PIFWCS.  BEKIC  SAID  SHE  WOULD  IMMEDIATELY  FORWARD 
THE  INFORMATION  TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  ANTI-TERRORISM 
COMMITTEE,  WHO  ALSO  WORK  ON  "BALKAN  VICE"  ISSUES.  FOR 
FINANCIAL  ASSET  LOCATION  AND  SEIZURE  ISSUE,  THIS  INCLUDES  THE 
MINISTRY  OF  FINANCE'S  FINANCIAL  INTELLIGENCE  UNIT,  THE 
CENTRAL  BANK,  THE  INTELLIGENCE  AGENCIES,  THE  POLICE,  THE 
STATE  ATTORNEY,  THE  POLICE  AND  THE  MINISTRY  OF  JUSTICE.  IN
